wald, many persons with 20-20 vision 
do not have normally functioning eyes 
and, in consequence, may develop symp- 
toms of eje fatigue, such as headache. 
Unable to use their eyes for intensive 
study, they may lose interest in then- 
work or may even stop school entirely. 


In these cases, much of the difficulty 


is due to fatigue of the muscle which 
controls the lens of the eye. This muscle 
is called the ciliary muscle. Two types 
of eye conditions are associated with over- 
work of this muscle, namely farsighted- 
ness and astigmatism. 


In astigmatism, either or both of two 


important structures of the eye are 
slightly misshapen. These are the cornea, 
or front part of the eyeball, and the 
len«. If these are not exactly spherical 
in shape, the distortion is such that a 
perfect image cannot be produced on the 
retina 01 back of the "eye under any 
circumstances. Nevertheless, if the dis- 
tortion is not great, the eye makes the 
attempt to do so, seeking a clear image 
by constant adjustments of the ciliary 
muscle. Thus, the ciliary muscle is over- 
worked, with the result that fatigue, 
headache, and blurred vision occur. 


A special test, using a glass lens, is 


necessary to detect astigmatism. Hyper- 
opia or farsightedness can also be readily- 
found by using a pair of glasses fitted 
with a special lens. If the person can 
read through such glasses, it is proved 
that the eye is not normal. 
Thus, in 


testing the ej-es, not only should the Snel- 
len chart or some similar chart be em- 
ployed but also the two lenses for dis- 
covering astigmatism and farsightedness.

Even then we must make three dis- 
tinct movements, 'each involving a por- 
tion of a second, before we get our brak"e 
pedal in action. 


Two of those movements are wholly 


unnecessary! It is a stupid oversight 
that such inefficiency and danger have 
been allowed to go unremedied up till 
now. 


Robert's device consists of a foot plate * 


shaped like the sole and heel "of a shoe. \ 
It teeters back and forth over a fulcrum, 
a little forward from the middle, mucrii 
like a seesaw board. 


By gentle pressure on the toe of the 
•> 


right foot, you can operate the accelerator, 
just like the present foot accelerator! 


,When you see danger ahead, you simply 


rock your foot back upon the heel, which 
operates the brake, meanwhile letting up 
on the ,gas lever. It is thus impossible to 
press accelerator 
and 
brake 
simul- 


taneously. 
, 


.It is so simple and efficient that a 


veteran motorist can instantly change over, 
to this new pedal without upsetting his 
previous brake habits. 


I tried it out to make sure. Robert 


urged me to take the wheel, and I drove 
through traffic, toure_d the outer drive, 
and came down Michigan Avenue to my' 
office. 


At various traffic signals I had to 


stop till the green light showed. I never 
had any desire to move my foot over 
to the usual brake pedal, but fell right 
into the new habit as if I had always 
driven a car equipped with this new 
gadget. The brake worked perfectly. 


This new device should prove a boon 


to our safety campaigns. It ought to be 
standard equipment on every automobile, 
for it saves enough time to be worth at 
least 50 feet in our stopping distance 
at high speed. 


That 50 feet may often spell the dif- 
ference between a child's life, or a crasb.fi 
with another vehicle.

Since there is no good argument in j 
support of our present obsolete and bar- * 
barous arrangement of the foot pedals, * 
I hope we can stampede the manu- , 
facturers and wake them up to th« • 
realization of their responsibility in pro*-- 
.mating s*i'ely on the highways.
